Now that Ru ssians are u nder party or­ 
ders to drool ov er horse meat and U.S. hy ­ 
brid f'eld corn, as well as ov er the prospect 
of a messy w ar to protect the despised East 
Germ ans, it’s a tem ptation to wonder what 
kind of a sales ex ecu tiv e Nikita Khru shchev 
wou ld hav e m ade if he hadn't been side­ 
tracked in the Commu nist party . 
The man has a flair for one of the slick­ 
est tricks in sales presentation. 
His job is to sell the Ru ssian people on 
ti e m erits of the Commu nist party and his 
leadership thereof He does not hav e to bu t­ 
ter u p pu blic opinion to hold his job. bu t 
he mu st keep his party peers bu ttered u p— 
and they look at resu lts in term s of per­ 
formance. 
Khru shchev ’s 
specialty 
is 
agricu ltu re, 
which alway s has been Ru ssia's weakness, 
ev en u nder the czars. 


TRYING TO DO something abou t agri­ 
cu ltu re has been the preoccu pation of ev ery 
Commu nist regim e, withou t su ccess. 
The 
v ariou s specialists who hav e been charged 
with responsibility , 
inclu ding 
Khru shchev , 
h ave failed to show significant progress. 
The harder the specialists were pressed, 
the lou der they talked abou t what they in­ 
tended 
to 
do 
nex t — collectiv e farming, 
v heatlands in 
Siberia, 
more pigs, better 


strains of cattle, more corn produ ction. And 
now it s hy brid corn dev eloped in the United 
States and lu sciou s, fatty , tasty horse m eat. 
It is an old trick in sales presentation: 
Cov er he weakness of the 
produ ct with 
lou d talk. The weakness of collectiv ism in 
Commu nist Ru ssia is food produ ction. The 
sam e weakness plagu es Com mu nist China. 
Agricu ltu re does not respond to collectiv ism 


KHRUSHCHEV’S other besetting weakness 
is East Germ any , which he cov ers u p with 
a show of blu ster East G erm any has been 
an abject failu re in Commu nist diplomacy . 
G erm ans hav e resented Ru ssian ru le and 
fled from it. Ru ssians hav e resented the 
cost of the effort to make East G erm any 
look like a su ccess instead of a disaster. 
Ru ssians as a whole are not going to 
drool ov er horse meat, which is as u n­ 
palatable for most of them as it wou ld be 
fcr m ost Americans. 
They are not going to believ e in hy brid 
ccrn u ntil 
they see it growing—and the 
United States will hav e som ething to say 
abou t that. 
And they are not going to leap with joy 
becau se the head salesm an for their one- 
party gov ernment is threatening 
to take 
them to war ov er the dilem m a of East 
Germany . 


Seg reg atio n No t a L o cal Pro b lem 


We do not know what cau sed H agers­ 
town, Md.. to get ou t the red carpet for 
Dr. William Fitzjohn. Negro diplomat from 
Sierra Leone, one of the new African re­ 
pu blics. It cou ld not hav e been an easy 
decision. 
The 
carpet 
treatm ent 
was 
to 
make 
em ends for an incident last March that 
gav e the United States a black ey e in its 
diplomatic relations with all the new Afri­ 
can repu blics. Dr. Fitzjohn then was charge 
daffaires in W ashington for Sierra Leone, 
which was still a British colony . He was 
refu sed serv ice in a restau rant near Hag- 
cistow n becau se of the color of his skin. 
This incident 
and m any others like it 
that hav e occu rred in the United States 
point u p a som ber fact for citizens of this 
cou ntry , w herev er 
they 
happen 
to 
liv e. 
Segregation is not a local problem. 
When Negroes and other colored foreign­ 
ers encou nter race discrim ination in W ash­ 
ington, they cannot be ex pected to ov er­ 


look it becau se Washington happens to be 


more sou thern than northern in its v iews 


on i ace relations. 


This is one of ou r nation's acu te prob­ 


lems as it striv es to show its good will 


to both new nations and older nations rep- 
jesented abroad by diplom ats of the colored 
races. It is not restricted to Negroes. Chin­ 
ese. 
Japanese. 
Indians 
and other brown 
and y ellow people hav e encou ntered it. 
Dr. Fitzjohn is the newly appointed am ­ 
bassador of his cou ntry to the Cou rt of 
St. Jam es. When he goes to London, he is 
no 
l’kely to be rebu ffed becau se of his 
color. London knows better after centu ries 
of diplomatic contact. 
When he goes to 
Hagerstown in the fu tu re he is not likely 
to be rebu ffed either. Ev en W ashington is 
learning slowly and painfu lly that racial dis­ 
crim ination has no place in 
anation striv ­ 
ing to carry its responsibility as a world 
power. 


Oh io Bu d g et F o r th e Bien n iu m 


Many Ohioans feel that $2 billion for the 
nex t 24 months shou ld keep state spending 
from looking like an au sterity program . 
They are pu zzlzed by the hard words and 
hard feelings in Colu mbu s ov er Repu blican 
efforts to pu ll down the ov er-all total for 
biennial spending to a point close to two 
billion—a billion a y ear. 
The Senate Finance Committee has a r­ 
riv ed at a figu re of $2,025,39 2,8 46. This is to 
be compared with $2,068 ,000,000 requ ested by 
Cn v . DiSalle early this y ear, when he tried 
t.) make it appear in his bu dget m essage 
tlx at ev en a su m of that magnitu de rep­ 
resented an au sterity program . 
This makes the money difference between 
what the gov ernor asked for originally and 
wha* the Senate Finance Committee wou ld 
settle for now of approx im ately $42 million.

Some property owners apparently are not 
consciou s of the fact that tall weeds and 
u nkempt 
shru bbery 
are 
contribu ting 
as 
traffic hazards at sev eral street intersections 
in the city . 
At some corners it is nearly impossible 
for a m otorist to see approaching traffic 
u nless he edges 
his car onto the main 
thorou ghfare. Low hanging tree limbs, in 
some instances, prev ent motorists, espec­ 
ially trav elers, from realizing that a traffic 
signal light is ahead. An inv estigation by 
the city serv ice director and health officer 
might resu lt in som e attention to an oft- 
neglected su m m ertim e problem.

There are no dire disasters in families, 
companies and corporations when the coats 
ere cu t to fit the cloth. There is a firm 
conv iction, on the contrary , that nothing 
helps show the possibilities of belt-tightening 
like an occasional need to find w here pen­ 
nies. dimes and dollars are being lost. 


THERE IS A POINT of v iew abou t pu blic 
spending that stated needs are sacrosanct 
and u ntou chable—that it is u p to the pu blic 
to fu rnish whatev er their spending au thori­ 
ties say they need. 
This is the issu e in all bu dget-making, 
whether it’s done in Colu mbu s, in W ashing­ 
ton. or in local gov ernment. Tax pay ers re­ 
ject the point of v iew that the rev enu e cloth 
alway s shou ld be stretched to fit the spend­ 
ing coat. 
This is the issu e right now in Colu mbu s. 
Repu blicans, we think, are on the right 
track financially and politically in their ef­ 
fort to hold the Ohio bu dget for the nex t 
b enmu m as close to $2 billion as they can. 
In doing it, we wou ld ardently hope they 
will be ju diciou s in how they cu t. A flat 
across-the-board redu ction is not alw ay s good 
bi.sincss.

Salem s 
President 
of Cou ncil 
has again 
prov en 
his 
lack 
of 
knowledge of the dignity of 
the 
office he holds. It is not the du ty 
of the Cou ncil President to ex ­ 
press a v iew or v iews that may 
be constru ed as that of a m ajor­ 
ity or m inority of Cou ncil, wheth­ 
er this be the case or not. 
His recent rem arks lead me to 
believ e that he is assu ming po­ 
litical leadership, that rightfu lly 
belongs to the M ay or or a desig­ 
nated m em ber of Cou ncil. 
According to the laws of Ohio 
the president of the legislatu re in 
• cities "shall preside at all reg­ 
u lar and special meetings of su ch 
legislativ e au thority bu t, i.e shall 
hav e no v ote therein” . This leads 
me to the sim ple conclu sion that 
the presiding officer has no v oice 
in legislation. It is the du ty of 
the Cou ncil President, therefore, 
to preside ov er and condu ct the 
deliberations of city c o u n c i l . 
Fu rtherm ore, the only other du ty 
that he has is to act as May or in 
case of M ay or’s absence or v a­ 
cancy of M ay or’s office. 
W h y 
then, with these two points 
in 
mind, shou ld Cou ncil hav e to con­ 
tend with an indiv idu al who tries 
to lobby for or against legisla • 
tion? He has no au thority to do so. 
Salem ’s Cou ncil President 
has

A"encv has ju st reported to the 
edu cation and Labor Com mittee 
of the Hou se of R epresentativ es 
at a hearing in New ''tork that 
reaction to the v iolence in Ala­ 
bam a was so sharp ahroad that 
it ou tweighed attem pts by 
well- 
informed jou rnalists” to pu t the 
ev ents into perspectiv e. 
The 
information 
agency 
said 
th t the "worldwide headlines and 
news stories presented a stark pic­ 
tu re.” bu t the Voice of America 
broadcasts "hav e resu lted in a 
more perceptiv e reaction to the 
deolorable recent episodes 
t h a n 
was tru e a few y ears agcv -say 
at the time when Little Rock was 
in the headlines.” 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
significant 
comment was transm itted to the 
hearing by Edw ard R. M u rrow, 
head of the USIA. who declared: 
"We cannot make good news ou t 
of bad practice.” 
It is bad practice, of cou rse, 
when the Repu blican adm inistra 
tion sends in federal troop» or 
the 
Democratic 
adm inistration 
sends in federal m arshals to do 
that which the states prim arily 
are empowered to do by the fed­ 
eral Constitu tion—namely , to han­ 
dle police cases inside a state. 
The moment the federal au thor- 
itis assu me the right arbitrarily 
to pass ju dgment on the efficiency 
of local 
govern m en t—som eth in g 
not au thorized by the Constitu ­ 
tion—it b ecom es a news story of 
worldwide importance. For. in ef­ 
fect it’s a confession that federal 
cou rt procedu res are considered 
too slow to satisfy the mob spirit. 
Racial distu rbances hav e gone 
on for y ears in different parts of 
the cou ntry —inclu ding the North— 
bu t u nless the President of the 
United States or the attorney gen­ 
eral by sensational interv ention 
giv es these distu rbances interna­ 
tional news v alu e, m any of the 
incidents do not ev en m ake the 
front pages at home. 
The U.S. Information Agency s 
latest report assesses the Alabam a 
and Mississippi incidents in term s 
of their im pact on the A m erican 
im age abroad. 
Bu t who and w hat m akes the 
"A m erican im age” ? How can any 
fair assessm ent be m ade by peo­ 
ples in those cou ntries which are 
them selv es 
perm itting not tac­ 
tics?

NEW YORK (AP)—Am ericans 
planning a Canadian v acation or 
wishing to bu y goods there may 
be in for a break. Bu t if the Ca­ 
nadian plan to force its dollar be­ 
low the v alu e of the American 
dollar goes throu gh, 
Am ericans 
who want to sell goods there or 
who get div idends from inv est­ 
m ents in Canada m ay be on the 
losing side. 


The tu rnabou t in the relativ e 
rating of the two dollars is only 
part of the frequ ently changing 
and often confu sing statu s of the 
Yankee dollar in world 
money 
m arkets. 


Its little more than a y ear ago 
that m any Am ericans were pu z­ 
zled and annoy ed to find they had 
to pu t u p as mu ch as $1.06 to 
bu y 
what 
a 
Canadian 
dollar 
wou ld. 


That has changed. Now the dol­ 
lar is at par with gold. U.S. se­ 
cu rities 
iook 
safer. 
And 
the 
Yankee 
dollar 
may 
soon 
bu y 
more than the Candian one. 
The reason the Canadian dollar 
was once worth 6 cents m ore than 
the American is this: 
Althou gh 
Canada was bu y ing more goods 
from the United States than it 
was selling. Americans w ere in­ 
v esting so many dollars in Can­ 
ada they were far offsetting this 
trade loss. 
When 
Americans 
inv ested 
in 
Canada 
and 
when 
C anadians 
floated loans or sold secu rities 
here, the American dollars had 
to be tu rned into Canadian ones 
to go to work there. This ex cess 
of dem and for Canadian dollars 
ov er the demand for A m erican 
dollar cau sed the C anadian cu r­ 
rency to go to a premiu m. 
Bu t the Canadian gov ernm ent 
wants to pu sh u p its ex ports and 
lower its imports 
Manv C ana­ 
dians also frown on American s 


owning so mu ch of C anada's re­ 
sou rces and indu stry . So Canada 
proposes to force its money to 
what it calls su bstantial discou nt 
—meaning Canadians will hav e to 
pu t u p some ex tra cents to bu y 
a Yankee dollar. 
To do this the C anadian gov ­ 
ernment will bu y u p U.S. dol­ 
lars. 
making 
the 
dem and 
for 
them greater than the dem and for 
the Canadian v ariety . 
The Canadian gov ernm ent, like 
the American, is planning to op­ 
erate at a deficit for a time, hop­ 
ing thereby to stim u late the econ­ 
omy . Deficit financing tends to 
lower the v alu e of the cu rrency 
in terms of other lands like West 
Germany , where the gov ernm ent 
is bu ilding u p its reserv es. 
Both American and Canadian 
dollars cou ld lose statu s, depend­ 
ing on the ex tent of the deficit 
and its relation to the total bu dg­ 
ets and to the economy as a 
whole.

would get new or increased pay­ 
ments totaling $780 million the 
first year under the legislation. 


Tax To Be Increased 
These would be financed by an 
increase in the Social Security 
tax of % of 1 per cent each on 
employer and employe, and 3-16 
of 1 per cent on the self-employed 
effective next Jan. 1. 
The Senate added amendments 
to the bill increasing by $2.50 a 
month the amount on which the 
federal government will match on 
the old age, blind and disabled 
public assistance programs; giv­ 
ing the Welfare Department au­ 
thority to help destitute Ameri­ 
cans pushed out of Cuba; and 
raising slightly the amount an in­ 
dividual retired under Social Se­ 
curity can earn and still draw his 
benefits. 
To pay for the liberalized earn­ 
ings 
limitation 
provision, 
the 
Democrats put through an amend­ 
ment to advance by one year, 
from 1969 to 1968, the last step 
*4 per cent increase in the Social 
Security tax provided by present 
law.

CHICAGO (AP)—The National 
League today adopted a “liber­ 
alized” plan with a sliding scale 
to provide major league talent for 
its newest members — the New 
York Mets and the Houston Colts. 
Although the bulk of the plan 
is similar to that of the American 
League, 
the 
National 
League 
made 
available 
more 
play ers 
from which the newcomers can 
choose, including premium picks 
of 5125,000 per play er. 
New York and Houston will pay 
$75,000 each for most of their 
play ers, but they also will have 
a choice of making $50,000 pur­ 
chases, and each club will wind 
up with four $125,000 premium 
play ers. 
In stocking Los Angeles and 
Washington, each A m e r i c a n 
League club made available 15 
play ers from which the new teams 
chose seven at a flat price of 
$75,000 a play er. Each team spent 
$2.1 million. 
The National League will make 
available 17 play ers from each 
established team, with each new 
club spending a minimum of $1.7 
million to a max imum of $2,1 mil­ 
lion. 
Under the plan, each club will 
make available after the World 
Series 15 play ers from their ros- 
tr as of Aug. 31, 191. Seven of 
these 
must 
be 
from 
the ac­ 
tive list and the other eight from 
each team ’s major league roster 
of 40. 
Th new clubs must take a to­ 
tal of 32 play ers at $75.000 a play ­ 
er with the established teams 
each losing four. New York and 
Houston then will have a choice 
of one play er from each club at 
a price of $50,000. 
Finally , each established club 
must then make available two 


premium play ers and from thi* 
list the newcomers must alter­ 
nately select four $125,000 play ers. 
Each new team will end up with 
four premium play ers and each 
established team will lose only 
one. Under the entire plan, the 
newcomers will have to pick 20 
play ers but can go as high as 28 
by ex ercising the right of select­ 
ing eight $50,000 play ers. 
Warren Giles, president of the 
National League, said he believed 
the plan was far more liberal than 
that adopted by the American 
League. 
“We discussed several plans,” 
said Giles. “Both the new team t 
and the old teams were cooopera- 
tive in the ex change of their 
views. The plan was unanimous­ 
ly adopted by all 10 clubs.”
